Washington: 

Saddh Fire: Washington DNR is working an 3-acre fire ir a logging slash deck north of Ocean Shores. 

Crystal F/«:The Crystal Fire burned 2.,61D aenssand is 85 perceni contained on the northeast side of Wenatchee, threatening slructures. State mobilization was 
authorized, and 40 structures were on Level 2 evacuation noiico. 

Wagon Wheat &#6211; This 7,500 acre fro is 50 percent contained, burning 3 miles north of Benton City and threatening structures, with evacuations occurring 
overnight. 

MM 44 fire: Crews reported having the 3,000-acre fire outside of Yakima compistely lined, but 1 percent contained. Hwy. 97 was closed temporarity for burnout 
operations. 

Oregon: 

Hugo Road Fira: This 2S0-acre fire was reported Sunday evening 10 miles north of Grants Pass at MP 66 on l-S. The Governor declared the conflagration act for 
the fire, and the Oregon State Fire Marshalil#8217;.s Red team responded today, along with a local typo 3 team. Several structures were threatened and three 
primary homes reportedly burned. An FMAG has also been approved.

Crescent Mountain/McLeod/Holman Fires: NR IMT 1,1C Turman, is managing tho 46,6S6"acre Crescent Mountain fire, the 22,511 'acre McLeod Fi^e , and tho 
299-acro Holman Firo, which are burning on the Methow Valley Ranger District o( the Okanogan’Wenatchee MF. Both the McLeod and the Crescent Mountain 
fires are SS'percent containod. 106 homes aro under Level 3. evacuations, 77 are in Level 2 and multiple others at the mouth of tho Twisp River Valley remain in a 
Level 1. 

itpiteDfr; Cfescent Mountain: No infrared flight was available last night. The firo was fairly active again yesterday, but a bit calmor today with lighter winds. It 
is well established in the Mission Mountain area. Crews secured the western edge of tho fire that was burning into North Cascades National Park. 
Firefighter continued burnout operations in the triangle/Burtermilk Butte area, with lavorable winds today. Structure assessment and prep is ongoing on 
several scattered structures in the area. A VLAT and other air tankers aro working on Crescent Mountain. A public meeting is planned for Tuesday 6:30 in 
Twisp at the Methow Valley Community Centor.

Fire 
crows are also working some spots on the west.

LARGE INCIDENTS - OREGON 


Klondike Fire. {SA Blue, 1C Deurtt}. A Red Flag Warning was still in effect for southwest Oregon until 11 a.m. today. The fire is at 139,159 acres (+2,841) and 42 
percent contained. Yesterday, fire spread was checked by a heavy air show with fixed wing and helicopters. Tankers made more than 33 drops for 149,300 gallons 
of retardant. Tho fire spotted across Indigo Creek today. In the Horse Sign Butte area, whore most of the retardant was dropped, the team is propping for a 
burnout. A lew Level 3 evacuations remain in place with Level 2 evacuation orders for the community of Agness. Frve public information officers arc staying in 
Agness to keep the community informed and to reduce risk of driving back and forth to Gold Beach. Locals have requested a fulltime presence at Cougar Creek 
Lodge and an expanded traplinc for information. PIOs have been emphasizing work done with gel plant. Three public meetings aro tentatively planned for this 
week, including Wednesday in Gold Beach, Thursday in Brookings, and Friday in Agness. A closure remains lor Boar Camp road. More information is at: https;;;7 
i neiweb.nwc g.a ci v/1 nc I dcn i/SSiaiQ/' .

Terwiiiiger Fire: NR Team, 1C Connell is managing the 3,446’acfe Tcrwilligcr Fire with 23’perc3nl containment. Due to a widespread power outage, the ICP had 
no internet access to obtain the infrared data from last night&#e217;s flight. The lino is located on Ihe Willamette Nalional Forest near the Terwiiiiger (Cougar) Hot 
Springs and burning on both sides of Cougar Reservoir team. Frre crews made progress burning along the 1986 road and down handline to tie into the reservoir. 
On Ihe south end ol the fire, crews were burning along the 205 road and were successful locking the fire in on the far south tip. Five crews are timing out within ihe 
next few days, creating concern for tho abilily to refill resource orders lo complete burnout operations. A crow rig parked on a ground hQrnet&#6217;s nest, 
resulting in several crewmembers getting stung. One crewmember was stung five times, resulting in a transport to the hospital for a reaction. A lorest closure 
remains in effect.

Natchez Fire. NW Team 13 {1C Gales) The Natchez Fire grew another 703 acres yesterday (o the west and is now 28,633 acres and 70 perceni contained. The 
fire area continues lo have a Haines Index of 5 and strong oast winds. The firo grow active in the Goat Rocks area today. Retardant was used on tho west flank, 
but were unable to conduct firing operations due to adverse winds yesterday. The fire was very active today, and climbed over Bear Butte through tho Cyclone 
Gap, which could allow Che fire to get established again in the Illinois Valley. The team that Is timing out has noted that shrubs that were not available to burn when 
they arrived aro now receptive to (ire. Evacuation levels remain tho same, with 144 residents in a Level 1 . NW Team 7, 1C Knerr. will assume command at 6 a.m. 
Tuesday. The Klamath National Forest is extending the west side of the closure area to the Six Rivers NF. More information can bo found at htt psV/
